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BOYS'  LIVESTOCK  JUDGING  CONTESTS 

HELD  IN  1914 

More  than  seven  hundred  Ohio  farm  boys  took  part  in  Boys' 
Stock  Judging  Contests  held  thruout  the  state  last  fall.  Twenty-five 
county  fairs  offered  prizes  to  the  boys  who  could  pick  the  best  animal 
and  tell  the  reasons  why  it  was  best.  Some  of  the  boys  thot  they 
knew  a  thing  or  two  about  picking  a  good  animal.  Others  thot  they 
knew  very  little  and  therefore  came  to  learn.  All  of  them  were  sure 
that  it  is  a  fine  thing  to  be  a  good  judge  of  livestock. 

The  best  thing  about  the  contest  is  that  every  boy  who  par- 
ticipated in  them  learned  something.  At  the  Forest  City  fair  near 
Cleveland  the  boys  were  allowed  to  work  on  some  of  the  very  best 
stock  in  the  country.  Before  each  ring  was  placed  one  animal  was 
led  out  and  made  the  subject  of  a  discussion  by  the  instructor  from  the 
College  of  Agriculture.  In  the  judging  of  dairy  cattle  at  this  fair 
Jerseys  were  used  and  the  instructor  illustrated  his  explanation  of  the 
points  which  go  to  make  up  a  good  dairy  animal  by  pointing  to  the 
well  shaped  head,  body,  and  udder  of  a  specimen  of  this  breed.  At 
some  of  the  fairs,  particularly  in  the  western  part  of  the  state,  special 
attention  was  given  to  hogs.  Here  the  instructor  dwelt  on  the  char- 
acteristics of  the  lard  hog  and  afterward  the  boys  made  their  placings. 
Horses  were  favorites  everywhere,  the  boys  usually  preferring  them 
to  other  kinds  of  stock.  In  each  case,  whether  the  class  was  horses, 
cattle,  sheep,  or  hogs,  the  boys  were  told  what  to  look  for  and  then 
asked  to  place  a  ring  of  three  or  four  animals  selected  from  the  stock 
at  the  fair.  This  judging  by  the  boys  had  nothing  to  do  with  the 
regular  judging  of  the  animals  in  the  fair,  but  the  boys  went  about  it 
just  as  carefully  as  if  every  ribbon  in  the  show  depended  on  their 
judgment.  In  fact  a  good  deal  did  depend  upon  their  judgment  but 
in  this  case  the  ribbons  were  to  be  tied  upon  the  boys  instead  of  upon 
horses  and  cows.  These  "ribbons"  carried  with  them  some  \'erv  fine 
prizes:  A  total  of  fi\e  hundred  dollars  in  cash  was  won  as  prizes  by 
boys  in  stock  judging  contests. 

In  addition  to  the  cash  prizes  there  were  a  great  many  other 
prizes  of  value  and  often  of  even  more  interest  to  the  boys.  A  trip 
to  "Farmers'  \\'eek'''at  Columbus  this  winter  with  all  expenses  paid 
is  what  one  boy  will  get  for  being  a  good  stock  judge.     In  Madison, 
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Williams,  and  Seneca  Counties  there  are  three  hoys  who  would  have 
gone  to  the  International  Livestock  Show  at  Chicago  at  the  expense  of 
their  county  fair  hoards  had  this  show  ibeen  iield.  Instead,  they  were 
given  other  trips.  Another  prize  was  a  trip  to  the  Experiment  Station 
at  Wooster.  Ten  silver  cups  were  won  by  as  many  boys,  but  the  boys 
did  not  seem  to  care  much  for  cups.     The  most  popular  prizes  were

pure  bred  animals,  cows,  hogs,  and  sheep.  At  the  Forest  City  fair  a 
group  of  boys  came  together  from  all  over  northeastern  Ohio.  Their 
efforts  were  handsomely  rewarded  when  they  received  two  registered 
cows,  one  registered  heifer,  a  gilt,  and  a  sow,  also  pure  bred. 

A  rule  of  the  contests  provides  that  the  boys  must  keep'  these 
animals  and  show  them  the  next  year.  In  several  places  the  boys 
came  back  to  the  fair  this  year  with  stock  won  in  a  previous  contest 


and  beat  the  breeder  from  whose  herd  their  prizes  had  come.  This 
proof  of  their  good  care  and  handling  as  well  as  of  the  value  of  their 
stock  has  pleased  these  boys  so  that  they  are  immensely  proud  to  be 
in  the  livestock  business.  The  other  prize  animals  which  are  now 
being  cared  for  by  their  new  owners  make  a  big  list  and  include 
representatives  of  the  following  breeds :  Holstein,  Shropshire,  Duroc, 
Ayrshire,  and  Chester  White,  and  some  registered  chickens.  Many  of 
these  prizes  were  generously  furnished  by  breeders  of  pure  bred  live- 
stock who  like  to  see  the  boys  interested.  Prizes  not  furnished  in 
this  way  were  usualty  provided  by  the  fair  board.  In  Lake  and 
Madison  Counties  the  prizes  were  secured  thru  the  efforts  of  the 
Rural  Y.  M.  C.  A.  secretaries.  In  Montgomery  County  where  one  of 
the  prizes  was  a  gold  medal  the  Rural  Y.  M.  C.  A.  secretary  did  much 
to  interest  the  boys.  Here  the  County  Agricultural  Agent  was  also 
a  leader  in  the  contest. 

Everywhere  the  contest  was  conducted  by  the  county  fair  board 
with  the  assistance  of  the  College  of  Agriculture  at  Columbus.  The 
fair  boards  furnished  the  stock  to  work  on,  the  prizes,  and  the  boys. 
The  first  two  they  could  vote  at  any  meeting  of  the  board,  but  the 
boys  had  to  have  some  notice  of  what  was  expected  of  them.  Thus 
some  good  advertising  or  else  a  lot  of  personal  solicitation  was  needed. 
Nearly  all  of  the  boards  took  up  this  part  with  enthusiasm  and  in- 
terested a  good  crowd  of  boys.  In  a  few  cases  not  enough  effort  was 
made  to  interest  the  Iboys.  In  Putnam  County  a  vigorous  campaign 
of  advertising  was  carried  on  and  as  a  result  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
six  entered.  A  very  satisfactory  plan  for  letting  the  boys  know  what 
was  wanted  of  them  was  that  used  in  Preble  County.  There  the  fair 
board  and  county  school  superintendent  got  in  touch  with  every 
teacher  and  the  teachers  in  turn  explained  the  contest  to  the  boys.  In 
Preble  County  the  largest  number  of  boys  stayed  with  the  contest  till 
it  was  finished  and  judged  every  ring. 

The  College  of  Agriculture  assisted  the  fair  boards  in  several 
ways.  An  instructor  was  sent  to  grade  the  work  of  the  boys  and  award 
the  prizes.  The  College  also  furnished  printed  matter  and  helped 
with  the  advertising.  In  several  counties  the  College  and  the  fair 
board  worked  together  with  considerable  success  in  coaching  the  boys 
last  spring  preparatory  to  the  contests.  The  College  furnished  an 
instructor  and  the  boys  were  brought  together  at  school  houses  and 
farms  at  ten  or  a  dozen  places  in  each  county.  This  coaching  was 
particularly  well  carried  out  in  Fulton  County.  The  results  were 
clearly  apparent  in  the  contest.  The  boys  exhibited  unusual  ability 
not  only  in  placing  the  animals  but  particularly  in  writing  out  their 
reasons  for  placing  the  animals  as  they  did.    Wherever  the  boys  had 
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received  even  a  little  training  beforehand  they  were  less  inclined  to 
guess  and  more  likely  to  make  a  real  decision. 

Plans  are  already  being  made  to  hold  these  contests  next  year  on 
a  large  scale.  Last  fall  the  College  of  Agriculture  was  unable  to  as- 
sist all  of  the  fair  boards  that  wanted  to  hold  contests.  Next  year 
€very  county  will  be  taken  care  of  providing  it  makes  request  several 
months  ahead.  Undoubtedly  most  of  the  fair  secretaries  will  take  up 
the  matter  with  the  Supervisor  of  Extension  Schools  at  once  in  order 
to  be  sure  of  getting  an  instructor  to  train  the  boys  in  the  spring,  a 
feature  which  many  places  missed  this  year.

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RULES  FOR  BOYS  STOCK  JUDGING 

CONTESTS 

All  conlestanls  must  reside  within  the  county. 

Contestants  are  limited  to  Ijoys  and  girls  under  19  years  of  age 

who  have  not  attended  a  State  Agricultural  College. 

All  contestants  must  report  to  the  person   in  charge  not  later 

than  9:30  A.  M.  on  the  day  of  the  contest. 

Contestants  shall  fill  out  an  application  blank  furnished  by  the 

Secretary,  before  the  day  of  the  contest. 

Each  contestant  shall  be  given  a  number  by  the  Secretary  by 

which  he  shall  be  known  during  the  contest. 

Each  contestant  shall  be  required  to  place  and  give  reasons  for 
placing  tvv^o  or  three  classes  of  stock  selected  from  the  following 
list:  Draft  Horses,  Beef  Cattle,  Dairy  Cattle,  Mutton  Sheep, 
and  Lard  Hogs.  The  association  holding  the  contest  shall  de- 
termine which  classes  of  stock  will  be  used. 

7.  Score  cards  may  be  used  in  training  the  contestants  beforehand, 
but  no  score  cards  shall  be  used  in  the  contest. 

8.  Printed  forms  will  be  given  each  contestant  on  which  to  make 
written  reports  of  classes  judged,  and  any  contestant  writing  his 
name  or  placing  any  other  identifying  mark  other  than  the 
number  assigned  to  him  on  his  written  reports  will  be  excluded 
from  the  contest. 

9.  Each  contestant  shall  devote  his  time  strictly  to  the  judging  of 
the  stock  and  shall  not  refer  to  textbooks  or  other  data ;  neither 
shall  he  converse  with  any  other  person  on  any  class  of  stock 
being  passed  upon  or  to  be  passed  upon. 

10.  The  length  of  time  allotted  to  each  ring  shall  be  at  the  discretion 
of  the  person  in  charge. 

11 .  In  grading,  60%  shall  be  allotted  to  placing,  and  40%  to  reasons. 

12.  The  contest  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  a  representative 
of  the  Ohio  State  University. 

The  Association  holding  llic  contest  shall  delegate  one  of  its 
numbers  to  assist  the  instructor  in  charge  and  to  arrange  for  securing 
and  getting  out  the  animals  for  the  different  classes. 
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
